tress, yet still asleep, another son wns 
pounding at her door, half asleep and 
j half awake, and crying, 'Oh. mother, 
i where Is father?' Tin* terrified woman 
now ro«e and let the boy In. 
H** was 
crying 
He told her he hud distinctly 
heard his father’s heavy tread comlns 
up the stairs and his ponderous kick 
with sea tmots against the door, as had 
been his manner when returning nb 
ruptiy from a long cruise. 
Next morn­ 
ing the alarmed mother and wife told 
all the neighbors, and l>efore the day 
was out the dreadful news came that 
every detail of her dream was true. 
The little trawling lugger had l>een run 
Into by a coasting liner, nearly cut in 
two and sunk with all hands, Includ­ 
ing her husband and son.” 
Premonitory dreams occupy a large 
part of the psychological records, and 
the following case Is a very puzzling 
one: A Mrs Spruit lived at Balmain, 
one of th«* suburbs of Sydney, Austra­ 
lia. 
Her husband was a sea captain

But when 500 miles out from Syd­ 
ney she sprang a leak, and Captain 
Spruit decided to put back.

of th«* pumps the water gained, and 
soon there was a depth of eleven feet

Spruit now resolved tc 
al»an«lon the ship and launch the thre* 
boats 
The captain himself, with one 
seaman, the steward, boatswain and 
an apprentice, was In the twenty-four 
foot lifeboat, while the rest of the 
crew, twelve In all, were In the other 
two boats. 
Heavy seas were running, 
and th** boats were nearly swamped. 
As Spruit could not swim, he was 
nearly drowned. 
Some of his men 
were lost. 
I helr situation was indeed 
ft*arfu! in boats half filled with water 
and exposed to a fiorc«* gale 400 miles 
from 
land. 
Again 
and

was* j 
Spruit washed out, but at last his boat 
wa* picked up when its occui»ants were 
In th*- last stages of exhaustion from 
fatigue, exposure and lack of food 
A 
reporter of the Sydney Morning Her 
aid ca!l«*d to Interview the captain and 
found him barefooted, with terribly 
swollen !«*gs, covered with severe cuts 
and bruises. 
Now consider Mrs Spruit’s report to ! 
th«* Psychical Research society, which 
is most remarkable. 
"Last Thursday week,” she writes, 
“at 3 o'clock in the morning my tlilr- 
teen-year-old daughter Lily came into 
my bedroom and woke me by a tap on 
my forehead. 
‘Oh, mamma,' she cried 
in a breathless whisper, i ’m so fright­ 
ened!’ 
1 tri«*<! to soothe her, but she 
only covered her face with her hands 
and whispered tremblingly: ‘Oh. look' 
My papa's ship is all wrecked! 
Papa's 
come home all in rags, with his feet 
and legs cut. and I s«»e two or three of 
his men drowned out of the boat.’ 
"1 told Lily sternly it was all nou 
sense. 
‘‘ ‘It 
Isn’t!* 
she 
said 
passionately. 
‘I’ve seen it in my dream, and I know 
It’s all true!’ 
“But I coaxed her off to bed. 
The 
girl kept w’orrylug about It until the 
next Sunday. 
A w«*ek after her dream 
my husband returned, and Lily found 
me crying when she came In from 
school 
‘‘ ‘Oh, mamma,’ she cried sharply, Ms 
the Atacama wrecked?’ 
”1 told her evasively her papa had 
come home 
‘‘She was not to be denied, however, 
and nsk«*d, with strange persistence. 
‘Are papa's legs cut?’ 
”1 said they were. 
’’And the very first thing she said to 
her father was; 'Why, you didn’t have 
those clothes on when I saw you! The 
ones you had on were all torn in the 
shipwreck ’ ” 
I.lly Spruit herself furnished a re 
port to the Psychical Research society 
She said she woke in terrible fright, 
having swii every microscopic detail of 
the shipwreck and its sequel. 
She sawr 
her father get into the big boat and 
keep close to his ship for some time. 
She w'atclmd his boat capsize and the 
lx>y Allen drown. 
What w*oke her, she 
said, was the howiing of the wind 
about the wreck, and the last she saw 
was the other men pulling her father 
back into the waterlogged boat.—^Wil­

State Bank Building will be 


Up-to-Date 


EQUIPPED WITH AN ELEVATOR 


Four Store Rooms on First Floor 


and Twenty Office Rooms 


on Second 


The plans for the new Citizens’ State 
bank building have been received and 
the contract for the erection of the 
building will be let in the near future. 
The plans show what will be without 
doubt the finest and most up-to-date 
building in the city. 
It will be built of 
hollow' brick, with pressed brick 
fac­ 
ings, trimmed with cut stone and will 
be three stories in height W’ith a rull 
basement. 
The basement W'ill be occupied by a 
large room designated in the plans as a 
barber shop, basement rooms for three 
of the four store rooms in the building, 
together w’ith a boiler room, fuel room, 
etc. 
The first floor w ill contain the bank­ 
ing room, which w ill be in the south­ 
east corner of the building, with a fine 
corner entrance, the building having a 
circular corner. The banking room will 
be 75 feet deep and 25fe *t wide. North 
of the bank will be a store room about 
90 feet long and 25 feet wide, while 
there will be one small store room 
just west of the banking room and 
two store rooms 50 feet deep across 
the west end of the building and facing 
on Laurel street. 
The second floor will be devoted en­ 
tirely to offices, there being 20 rooms 
so arranged that they can be used 
either singly or ensuite. 
The store

The basement w’ill be finished in south­ 
ern pine where finished all all. 
The third floor will not be finished at 
present, or at least no plans have yet 
been made for the finishing of that 
portion of the building. 
The second and third floors will be 
reached by a broad stairway leading up 
from Laurel street, and also by an 
electrical elevator from the lobby on 
the Laurel street side. 
The vault will 
commence in the basement and con­ 
tinue to the top of the second floor. In

the first floor it will, of course, open 
into the banking room, 
while on the 
second floor it will open into the hall 
and special compartments be provided 
for the tenants of the various rooms. 
Work will be commenced just as soon 
as possible after the contract is let, 
which will be July 18, as contractors have 
had a reasonable time to figure on their 
bids, and the building will be rushed to 
completion. 
The plans provide that the interior 
finish of the banking room shall be 
furnished by the contractors for the 
fixtures and do not state what the style 
or finish will be.

Freeman, of this city, and other local 
people who have been operating on the 
Cuyuna iron range have closed an ex­ 
tensive deal with Eastern furnace men, 
not connected with the Lnited States 
Steel corporation, who w'ant ore for 
immediate use in case it is found to be 
of the rightquality and in paying quan­ 
tities. 
Mr. Frc*eman believes that he 
and associates, including William Har­ 
rison, of Duluth, have located an iron 
find of undoubted richness betw'een 
Randall and Fort Ripley. 
The new' find begins at Randall, a 
small station on the Staples cut-otf of 
the Northern Pacific, 
fourteen miles 
from Little Falls, and extends to Fort 
Ripley on the east side of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
It is a continuation of the so- 
called Cuyuna range, but as Mr. Free­ 
man claims, is really the extension of 
the Mesaba, the richest iron ore range 
in the world. 
The underground me­ 
tallic stream ranges in width from forty 
to sixty acres and extends for a dis­ 
tance of fourteen miles with a few 
short breaks. 
The ore is found at a 
distance from 80 to 90 feet from the 
surface. 
On April 22 of this year an option 
for a prescribed period wfas executed 
by Mr.jFreeman and his associates to 
William 
Harrison of 
Duluth. 
The 
terms af the option required *that ex­ 
plorations should be begun within sixty 
days and must be continued without in­ 
terruption. 
To comply wfith their con­ 
tract three drills were put to work this 
week, two at Randall and one at Fort 
Ripley on the east side of the river. 
The drill at Ripley is now working 
within three-quarters of a mile of the 
old fort. 
The lands w'ere purchased by Mr. 
Freeman and his associates three years 
ago, following exhaustive and careful 
surface explorations quietly made by 
experts. 
The deal for the option was 
made last winter but no papers have 
yet been placed for record. 
The terms 
of the option could not be learned nor 
will they be disclosed by the papers 
that w ill be placed of record in a short 
time. 
It is knowm, how’ever, that they 
are of a liberal nature. 
While the option is taken in the name 
of William Harrison the real owners 
are eastern furnace men, not connected 
with the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion, who want the ore for immediate 
use in case it is found to be of the 
right quality and paying quantities.

AMERICAN MILITARY FORCES 


N ew in Service for Enforcement of 
Neutrality Laws. 
YY'ashington, July 1 —Am erican mili­ 
tary forces are now in service for the 
enforcement 
of 
the neutrality laws 
along the Mexican border. 
General Meyer, com m anding the de­ 
partm ent of Texas, has reported to the 
war 
departm ent 
that 
directions 
al­ 
ready have been given for the dispatch 
of four troops of cavalry from posts 
In his departm ent to Del Rio. 
The em ploym ent of American troops 
for this purpose, by the way, is al­ 
most without precedent in recent years 
and the officers of the war departm ent 
as well as the attorney general him- 
lelf have been obliged to give close 
»tudy to the question. 
U nder the law 
no passports are required except in 
the case of Chinese and Jap an ese and 
about the only other reasonable ground 
for detention of fugitives seeking to 
Dross the line would be some presum ­ 
able violation of the im m igration or 
health inspection laws. 
All the agencies of the governm ent 
are now at work along the sam e lines 
ki the effort to prevent any substantial 
aid being given the Mexicans from 
sym pathizers across the border.

Mr. Bur­ 
ton discussed with the secretary the 
details of the convention and the po­ 
litical situation as it has developed 
Since the convention adjourned. They 
devoted particular attention to the po­ 
litical conditions in Ohio, Mr. Taft’s 
native state, concerning which he is 
especially solicitous.

dates for the nomination for vice pres­ 
ident on the Democratic ticket are 
numerous, and despite the fact that 
their number is likely to be largely | 
increased before a choice actually is 
made, it is the general opinion among 
•uch leaders of the party that are now 
here that if Judge George Gray of 
Delaware will declare his willingness 
to accept the second place *on the 
ticket he can have it. 
Josiah Mar­ 
vel of Wilmington, Del., the manager, 
of the Gray presidential campaign, 
who has arrived in Denver, will not, 
however, give his consent. 
He in 
sists that the Delaware man is a can­ 
didate for first place, and when it has 
been settled that he cannot have first 
place, it will be ample time to place 
him in running for the secondary posi­ 
tion, provide! he cares to take it. .Mr. 
Marvel denies, however, that Judge 
Gray will be satisfied with anything 
less than the head of the ticket. 
It is well known that Mr. Bryan 
would be pleased to have Judge Gray 
for the vice presidential candidate, 
and the only thing that prevents the 
latter from becoming a leading candi­ 
date for that position is the simple : 
but all-powerful fact that he will not 
declare himself to be a candidate at | 
all. 
The Gray presidential boom was 
formally launched and headquarters 
were opened in the Savoy hotel. They 
were arranged some hours in advance 
of the arrival of Mr. Marvel, and a 
corps of expert bill stickers went ; 
about 
the other hotels 
putting up 
lithographs of the Delaware candidate. 
No other pictures have been placed as 
yet, and the Gray men secured the 
most prominent places in the lobbies 
of all the leading hotels. 
The head­ 
quarters were thrown open after the 
arrival of Manager Marvel, but be­ 
cause of the late hour at which he put 
in an appearance, the Gray boom was 
not put into active operation. 
How­ 
ever, it is expected soon to be in full 
swing. 
Johnson Headquarters Not Open. 
The Johnson headquarters will not 
be opened for several days, and the 
date on which the Bryan banners will 
be thrown out ha* not yet been de­ 
termined, but it will be on Saturday or 
Sunday, after the arrival of the Ne­ 
braska delegation. 
It is certain that there will be a 
strong fight in the committee on reso­ 
lutions, and possibly on the floor of 
the convention itself over the anti­ 
injunction plank. 
Word has come in­ 
directly from Lincoln that Mr. Bryan 
is in favor of a plank of a somewhat 
radical nature, and it is certain that 
such men as Sullivan, national com­ 
mitteeman from Illinois, and Chairman 
Taggart of the national committee, are 
strongly opposed to it 
Sullivan gave 
I out a statement in which he favored 
I "equal rights before the law” and 
used other expressions of a similar 
character, which were construed to 
mean that he was opposed to a strong 
anti-injunction 
plank. 
Mr. 
Sullivan 
denies that he intended to convey the 
impression that he planned to fight 
the anti-injunction plank, but it is 
generally believed that he is against 
extreme language in this part of the 
resolutions. 
It Is well known that between Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Sullivan and influential 
members of the Illinois delegation no 
particular amount of love is lost and 
reports have been circulated that i* 
an anti-inj unction plank is adopted 
more radical In its character than the 
Illinois people feel that they can ap­ 
prove, that the state, when it comes 
to balloting for president, will break 
away from its Bryan instructions. 


Denied by Sullivan.

One Where Mother and 8on Both Got 
Tidings of Disaster at tho Same 
Time and One Whars a Child Saw 
Her Father 8aved In a Shipwreck. 


Out of 149 dreams of a very striking 
kind investigated by one of the lead­ 
ing psychic research societies no fewer 
than seventy-nine related to a death, 
and perhaps the rarest of all these 
dreams is the case where two persons 
dreamed the same thing on the same 
night, and the episode came true. This 
striking instance Is reported by the 
Rev. It. B. Elringtou: 
“A woman parishioner of mine," he 
says, “whose husband was a fisher 
man, at that time on the sea, dreamed 
one night In terribly vivid fashion that 
Ii is little craft had been cut In two by 
the towering steel bows of a great 
liner. 
Her eldest son was with the 
husband, and as she woke she screamed 
out, ‘Oh, save my l»oy, my boy!’ 
This 
was remarkable enough, considering 
the sequel, but almost at the very mo 
ment the poor woman was In her dis­ 
tress, yet still asleep, another son was 
pounding at her door, half asleep and 
half awake, and crying, ‘Oh, mother, 
where is father?’ The terrified woman 
now rose and let the boy in. 
He was 
crying. 
He told her be had distinctly 
heard his father’s heavy tread coming 
up the stairs and his ponderous kick 
with sea boots against the door, as had 
been his manner when returning ab­ 
ruptly from a long cruise. 
Next morn­ 
ing the alarmed mother and wife told 
all the neighbors, and before the day 
was out the dreadful news came that 
every detail of her dream was true. 
The little trawling lugger had been run 
Into by a coasting liner, nearly cut in 
two and sunk with all hands, Includ­ 
ing her husband and son.” 
Premonitory dreams occupy a large 
part of the psychological records, and 
the following case is a very puzzling 
one: A Mrs. Spruit lived at Balmain, 
one of the suburbs of Sydney, Austra­ 
lia. 
Her husband was a sea captain 
In command of the Atacama, a wooden 
ship of 1,300 tons, which had arrived in 
Sydney In a leaking state and was 
picked up cheap by a firm known as 
Cowlishaw Bros, for $3,500. 
Twice as 
much was spent In repairs, and then 
the Atacama was sent up the coast 
with a cargo of coal. 
She delivered 
this and ne' t set out for 8an Diego. 
But when 500 miles out from Syd­ 
ney she sprang a leak, and Captain 
Spruit decided to put back. 
In spite 
of the pumps the water gained, and 
soon there was a depth of eleven feet 
In the hold. 
Spruit now resolved tc 
abandon the ship and launch the three 
boats. 
The captain himself, with one 
seaman, the steward, boatswain and 
an apprentice, was in the twenty-four 
foot lifeboat, while the rest of the 
crew, twelve in all, were In the other 
two boats. 
Heavy seas tvere running, 
and the boats were nearly swamped. 
As Spruit could not swim, he was 
nearly drowned. 
Some of his men 
were lost. 
Their situation was Indeed 
fearful in boats half filled with water 
and exposed to a fierce gale 400 miles 
from 
land. 
Again 
and 
again was 
Spruit washed out, but at last his boat 
was picked up when Its occupants were 
In the last stages of exhaustion from 
fatigue, exposure and lack of food. 
A 
reporter of the Sydney Morning Her­ 
ald called to Interview’ the captain and 
found him barefooted, with terribly 
swollen legs, covered with severe cuts 
and bruises. 
Now’ consider Mrs. Spruit’s report to 
the Psychical Research society, which 
la most remarkable. 
“Last Thursday week,” she writes, 
“at 3 o’clock in the morning my thir- 
teen-yoar-old daughter Lily came into 
my bedroom and w’oke me by a tap on 
my forehead. 
‘Oh, mamma,’ she cried 
In a breathless whisper, ‘I’m so fright­ 
ened!’ 
I tried to soothe her. but she 
only covered her face with her hands 
and whispered tremblingly: ‘Oh, look! 
My papa’s ship is a1! wrecked! 
Papa’s 
come home all in rags, with his feet 
and legs cut. and I see two or three of 
his men drowned out of the boat.’ 
“I told Lily sternly It was all non­ 
sense. 
“ ‘It 
isn’t!’ she said 
passionately. 
T’ve seen It in my dream, and I know 
It’s all true!’ 
“But I coaxed her off to bed. 
The 
girl kept worrying about It until the 
next Sunday. 
A week after her dream 
my husband returned, and Lily found 
me crying when she came tn from 
school. 
“ ‘Oh. mamma,’ she cried sharply, Ms 
the Atacama wrecked?’ 
“I told her evasively her papa had 
come home. 
“She was not to be denied, however, 
and asked, with strange persistence, 
‘Are papa’s legs cut?’ 
“I said they were. 
"And the very first thing she said to 
her father w’as: ‘Why, you didn’t have 
those clothes on when I saw you! The 
ones you had on were all torn In the 
shipwreck.’ ” 
Lily Spruit herself furnished a re­ 
port to the Psychical Research society. 
She said she woke In terrible fright, 
having seen every microscopic detail of 
the shipwreck and Its sequel. 
She saw 
her father get Into the big boat and 
keep close to his ship for some time. 
She watched his boat capsize and the 
boy Allen drown. 
What woke her, she 
said, was the howling of the wind 
about the wreck, and the last she saw 
was the other men pulling her father 
back Into the waterlogged boat.—Wil­ 
liam T. Fltx-Gerald in New York Trtt> 
j ne.

EQUIPPED WITH AN ELEVATOR 


Four Store Rooms on First Floor 
and Twenty Office Rooms 
on Second 


The plans for the new Citizens’ State 
bank building have been received and 
the contract for the erection of the 
building will be let in the near future. 
The plans show what will be without 
doubt the finest and most up-to-date 
building in the city. 
It will be built of 
hollow brick, with pressed brick fac­ 
ings, trimmed with cut stone and will 
be three stories in height with a full 
basement. 
The basement will be occupied by a 
large room designated in the plans as a 
barber shop, basement rooms for three 
of the four store rooms in the building, 
together with a boiler room, fuel room, 
etc. 
The first floor will contain the bank­ 
ing room, which will be in the south­ 
east corner of the building, with a fine 
corner entrance, the building having a 
circular corner. The banking room will 
be 75 feet deep and 25 feet wide. North 
of the bank will be a store room about 
90 feet long and 25 feet wide, while 
there will be one small store room 
just west of the banking room and 
two store rooms 50 feet deep across 
the west end of the building and facing 
on Laurel street. 
The second floor will be devoted en­ 
tirely to offices, there being 20 rooms 
so arranged that they can be used 
either singly or ensuite.

rooms and the offices will be finished in

Into Telegraph Office. 


El Paso, Tex., July I.—The first 
revolutionary outbreak in the republic 
of Mexico beyond the borders of Coa- 
huila occurred when the garrison at 
Palomas, 
Chihuaha, 
seventy 
m iles 
west of this city, was attacked by a 
band of fifty men, who were repulsed 
with a loss of one killed and one cap­ 
tured. 
There w ere fourteen guards 
itationed at the Mexican post when 
the 
attacking 
party 
surprised 
the 
town. The most of the insurrectionists 
were armed with rude weapons, and 
home-made im plem ents of warfare. 
According to a dispatch received 
here from Columbus, N. M., across the 
river from Palomas, Jur.n Correon, the 
Mexican general, arrived there from 
Palonms beating 
dispatches to 
his 
government concerning the attack, it 
began when a bomb was thrown into 
the telegraph office, thus shutting oft' 
communication with outside points. In 
the fight which followed several hun­ 
dred shots were fired and many bombs 
were thrown at the headquarters ot 
the officers. 
Owing to the fact that the bombs 
were ill-timed the officers were able 
to throw them away before they ex­ 
ploded, thus saving the building and 
their own lives. 


Fight Lasted an Hour. 


The fight 
lasted 
one hour, aftei 
which the attacking party fled to th6 
mountains west of Palotnas. 
One man 
was killed, but it seem s that he was 
a noncombatant. 
One 
revolutionist 
was 
seriously 
wounded and 
captured. 
He speaks 
good English and the Mexican authori­ 
ties think he is a native of New Mex­ 
ico. 
This idea is confirmed by the 
report of the section foreman from 
Mimbros, seven m iles west of here, 
to the effect that a band of from 30 to 
50 
men 
assem bled 
there 
Monday. 
They would not allow him to leave the 
yards during the day. 
They had two 
large bundles of rifles and bought pro­ 
visions. 
They left Mimbros, a station 
on the 
El Paso and Southwestern, 
about midnight Monday night. 
Some excitem ent was caused here 
by the fact that the local agent of the 
express company received a shipment 
of 
several 
thousand dollars. The 
money was forwarded by the Mexican 
government to pay the monthly sala­ 
ries of 
the gendarm es 
located south 
of here 
and as these shipments come 
regularly each month it was thought 
the revolutionists might try to secure 
it. 
The money was turned over to 
the Mexican officials and so far as 
tnown they were not molested. 
There is a United States customs 
office at Columbus and all the cus­ 
toms force is held in reserve in case 
of trouble. 


Police Foil Effort* of Suffragettes to 
Reach House of Commons.

The real leaders in the attack on 
the house of commons, in fact, re­ 
mained behind at Caxton hall, reserv­ 
ing them selves as they now explain 
for another projected invasion of par­ 
liament.
